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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendments, filed 11/4/2006, have not been entered because the 
amendments have materially affected the claims and therefore would require further 
search and consideration. In particular, claims 1 no longer requires oxygen containing 
gas or a nitrogen containing gas, or the more appropriate ammonia. Additionally, while 
the claims now require silicon nitride, silicon carbide or a silicon dioxide seasoning film, 
it is unclear whether the applicants have proper support for forming any of those three 
films by supplying any one of the precursor gases selected from the group consisting of 
silane, dichlorosilane, and trimethylsilane. Therefore the amendment may also be 
deemed new matter.
